"LOWCr BKOWJf.T' 


He Departs t<tr tbe Other "World In 


n (Jood Hiimor. 


The Enterprise Bays James A. Brown, 


a sport known all over the Pacific Coast 
as "Long Brown," committed suicide 
Friday by taking a dose of morphine. 
A vial was found near the bed in his 
room at the Pacific Lodging House, 
South 0 street, -where he lodged and 
where he took his last sleep, which had 
Drobably contained about twenty-five 
grains of the drag. 


Deceased has long been troubled with 


a bad ulcer on his leg, was out of money 
and despondent. He is supposed to 
iave taken the fatal dose Friday morn- 
ug after daylight. He was heard cough- 
ing and moying about in his room up to 
6 o'clock in the morning, and had a 
amp burning all night. As the lamp 
was found to ba blown out, it is sup- 
posed he pat it oat after daylight, and 
soon after took hia^dose of morphine. 


In a memorandum book he left the 


'ollowing letter, (addressed to no one) 
which shows that he took his departure 
n a very pleasant frame of mind. The 
writing is firm and distinct down to the 
ast line or two, wheu tha words are dis- 
connected and the letters indistinct and 
straggling, as thongh written at a time 
when he was fast succumbing to the in. 
fluence of the potent drug. He saya: 


" I am trying an experiment which I 


nope to make a success. If it is I shall 
3e happy and others should be. I apol- 
ogize to my friends, but my enemies-—if 
;here is a possible chance—how busy I 
will make it for them. Tnis country is 
played out and I have started for those 
pale realms of shade, where each must 
:ake his chamber in the silent halls of 
death. I don't know what kind of treat- 
ment I shall get, and I don't care. 
"I have a very fine trunk at Oarson 


City, and it is not in soak, either. By 
writing to George C. Bryson, Mayor of 
the city. I want James Breen to have 
it. There are some things in it which I 
know he will like to have. The trunk is 
yours; use your own judgment as to the 
iisposition of ita contents. Destroy any 
letters you may find. And now, James, 
old boy, good bye, and all the rest of my 
friends. Just put me in a box, and as 
you are about to plant me, drop in a 
small flask of whisky straight; no ice, 
unless it is petrified. Address all cor- 
respondence iu care of his Satanic 
Majesty; he is u personal friend, and I 
think the oldest resident of the camp I 
expect to visit, aocl so he can make it 
pleasant for me. 
"Does this look like weakeuing, or 


squealing? I expect to keep open house 
to-morrow, but I have not picked out 
the place. 
I am neither drunk nor 


crazy. I have done this deliberately and 
of my own free will. Don't make any 
luss, brass band, etc. One thing I do 
request, that no individual will go k> 
any expense and say ' poor fellow!' The 
amount he will spend might have done 
me good a week ago. Bnt again, good 
bye; I am satisfied. I shall have a pleas- 
ant time; I shall be contented if I can 
only find a pair-o-dice. Don't kill me 
for that! I am old and only in the way.
